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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1965

THE  WARD  IE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gent  lemen , 

For  the  year  1965  I  have  to  report  as  follows s- 
GENERAL  SURVEY . 


Private  Housing  Development  has  reached  Ward la  and  48 
houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year;  a  further 
50  may  he  completed  in  1966  and  I  know  other  land  has  been 
surveyed  for  future  de ve lopment 0 

The  Rochdale  Corporation  West  Pennine  Development  on  the 
Smallbridge  and  Great  Ilowarth  district  is  well  advanced  and 
finished  houses  should  be  occupied  in  Wardle  t owards  the  end 
of  1966c 


Drainage  is  by  separate  system  and  ail  the  drains  and 
sewers  have  been  laid  but  not  taken  overc 

Two  sewer  blockages  occurred  in  1965 c  .  ; 

There  were  no  calls  for  disinfection  or  disinfestation 
in  1965  c 


50  weekly  collections  of  house  refuse  resulted  in 
809  tons  194  cwts  being  dealt  with  by  Rochdale  Corporation 0 

The  three  slaughterhouses  were  used  regularly,  30% 
fewer  cattle  and  sheep  were  slaughtered,  but  200%  increase  in 
pigs  killed*  The  incidence  of  disease  in  all  cases  but 
cattle  was  reducedc 


Shops 


The  shops  in  the  area  maintain  a  good  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  handling  of  unwrapped  foods*  The  two 
bakehouses  in  the  district  maintain  good  standards* 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply 

3%  of  the  houses  in  the  area,  all  in  outlying  areas, 
have  to  rely  on  springs  for  their  water  supply 0  The  majority 
of  these  supplies  have  been  piped  to  storage  tanks  and  taps* 
The  97%  remaining  have  a  piped  supply  from  the  Rochdale  mains, 
which  is  suitable  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes*  Many 
complaints  about  dirty  water  from  Old  Wardle  Estate  and 
Ashbrook  have  been  passed  on  to  the  Water  Dept  4  and  regular- 
flushing  of  the  mains  was  instituted* 
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CARCASE’S  AID  OFFAL  INSPECTED  AND  C  ON  DEMISED  IK 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 


Dizains  which  will  be  taken  over  at  a  later  date  were 
laid  in  Alpine  Driver  only  twice  were  any  sewers  blocked. 

The  ejector  works  quite  well  but  it  is  requiring  many 
repairs*  This  should  be  reconditioned  next  year* 

Properties  still  unsewered  are  in  outlying  or  low  lying 
area  and  unconnected  because  the  sewer  is  not  available* 

One  new  -  Sewage  unit  has  been  constructed* 

Ri vers  and  St  re a  ms  c 


The  River  Roch  enters  this  district  from  Litt  leborough 
and  there  is  still  pollution,  although  the  improvement  noted 
before  is  maintained*  Ashbrook  and  Clough  House  Brook  are 
good, 

C loset  Accommodat ion. 

The  contribution  payable  by  the  Council  as  an  inducement 
to  owners  to  convert  obsolete  closets  tofbesh  water  flush 
type  is  £8  for  each  pail  closet  and  £4  for  each  waste  water 
closet* 

Smo  ke  abat  ement  c 

2  observations  taken  proved  no  statutory  nuisance 
although  one  firm  had  to  be  visited  and  the  fuel  difficulties 
were  caused  by  a  break-down  of  normal  supplies  c  These 
difficulties  were  soon  put  right* 

Schools 

The  three  schools  are  maintained  in  good  order* 

Housing  Acts* 

A  demolition  order  was  put  on  two  houses* 

16  Standard  Grants  were  issued  in  1964  but  actually  12 
houses  were  completed  to  the  required  standard*
